(b) Must have had less than one hundred fifty acute care 
licensed beds in fiscal year 2011; 

(c) Must have a level III adult trauma service designation 
from the department of health as of January 1, 2014; 

(d) Must be owned and operated by the state or a political 
subdivision; and 

(e) Must accept single bed certification patients accord- 
ing to RCW 71.05.745. 

Rates must be increased to one hundred fifty percent of 
the hospital's fee-for-service rates. HCA must discontinue 
this rate increase after June 30, 2023, and return to the pay- 
ment levels and methodology for these hospitals that were in 
place as of January 1, 2018.
